HAS NICE SURPRISE 


DAYTON, O., July 31.—Elated with 


the success of the homecoming dem- 
onstration in his honor 
yesterday, 


Governor Cox today entered upon the 
final lap of work upcm his speech of 
acceptance, and was positive that the 
finishing touches would be given be- 
fore six o'clock tonight 


The governor expected to give the 


final word, "print off." to the press 
foreman of his newspaper, the Dayton 
'News,' just before dinner time, which 
means that the damp copies from the 
press will be turned over to the press 
associations before 7 o'clock tonight 
for mailing to 
newspapers 
thruout 


the country- 
One portion of the governor's speech 


of acceptance, however, Is being with- 
held. It is the "surprise," -which is 
awaited w ith expectant interest 
by 


thousands thruout the United States 
For weeks, it has been --rumored that 
the governor, with a true sence of pub- 
licity values, would "keep a card hi 
the hole" until the last moment, and 
would play this card at a time when 
it would do the utmost good for his 
cause. 


This rumor was given 
additional 


confirmation today when tho governor 
reiterated that the last importsfm part 
of his speech, to be delivered on of- 
ficial notification day, August 7, would 
not be released to the newspapers un- 
til the morning of delivery. Just what 
this particular portion of the speech 
will deal with has not been intimated 
even, remotely, but it is expected to 
form the real keynote of the gover- 
ror's chief campaign utterance. 


That it will not deal with the prohi- 


bition question is taken for granted, In 
view of the governor's specific state- 
ment that nothing in his forthcoming 
address could be interpreted as "In- 
tended as a reply to the 
telegram 


from Richard Pearson Hobson," in- 
quiring as to Governor Cox's stand on 
enforcement of the Volstead Act. 


The trend of the Interview granted 


recently by Senator David I. Walsh 
of Massachusetts, who conferred with 
the Governor on Thursday, 
coupled 


with, the statement credited to Nat- 
ional Chairman George White, that 
the governor's endorsement 
of the 


league of nations Is "elastic," and his 
Intimation that "the people of Ohio 
are not thinking a great deal about 
the league, Just now," was taken to 
mean that the Governor plans to lay 
special emphasis on some domestic 
problem, rather than the question of 
International relations. 


An Interesting insight was given to- 


day into the sort of 
administration, 


from a purely social point 
of view, 


which may be expected in Washing- 
ton if Governor Cox- is elected, when 
attention was called to an utterance 
the Governor made in 1915. 


"To an Ohioan at least," said the 


governor on that occasion, "the posi- 
tion of governor of this state is sec- 
ond only in importance to the presi- 
dency of the republic. He who occu- 
pies this responsible 
station should 


live In a manner befitting the dignity 
of the place. This entails a consider- 
able cost which the governor himself 
should not bear. Living as we are un- 
der a liberal democracy, our people 
frown upon any pomp or display, and 
yet any calculated, deliberate, obtru- 
sive and otherwise mockish simplic- 
ity Is more offensive to our sensibili- 
ties than gaudy ceremonial."
